Garrison Says

A report pf a tape recording 
which purportedly indicated a 
bribe had been offered for a 
statement to help substantiate 


Garrison’s probe. 

The application for the sub- 
poena called on Richard Helms, 
CIA director, to produce before 
the grand jury a “true photo- 
graph” of Oswald and a burly i 
Cuban which Garrison says was 1 
taken in front of the Cuban 
Embassy in Mexico City. 

Garrison contends the photo 
was suppressed and a “fake 
photograph” was submitted in , 
evidence before the Warren 1 
Commission.
